ficers committed a great Liiturbance at the Beginning 
of this Fettival, by feiting Fire to ieveral Parts of the 
Town, which would have been reduc’d to Athes, if 
the Commandant of the [own had not immediatly 
rais'd the Militia, and brought afhore the Crews of 
fome Ships, whom he order’d to fall upon the Rebels, 
and to kill all they met #vith ; which was fo fpeedily 
put in Execution, that zoc0o Chinefe perith’d in this 
Maflacre, after their Houfes, &c. had been plunder'd 
and ranfack’d : That tho’ every Thing was quiet in 
the City at the Departure of the Officers and Seamen, 
the Confequences of fo tragical an Event were very 
much to be dreaded, confidering that there ilill re- 
mained in the Port two Dutch Ships, on which the 
Chinefe might poffibly take a {weet Revenge, if theit 
« Rage were not fome how or other appeas’d.”

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the Management of the Span War. If, indeed, we 
are implicitly to take an Account from his Mani‘eltoes, 
and the Papers written by his Servants and Creatures, 
we may well enough fit down and admire his Wifdom 
and Juftice, his ftri&t Regard to Honour in the Profe 
cuuon of it, and his wonderful Succefs. But if we will 
open our Eyes, and tgke in the neceflary Helps of Hi- 


ftory, we mutt be convinced that he never did any thing 
lefs for his own Honour, or more fatal to Potterity,

than the undertaking this War. 


It was certainly the Effeéts of a private and narrow 
Spirit which induced him to prefer the Eftablifhment of 
his own Authority to the Intereft of his Country, and to 
the Balance of Power in Europe. It would take up 
too much Time to infiit particularly on this Subject : 
Whoever has a Mind to fee that the ill Confequences of 
this Step were early apprehended and pointed out, may 
contult Ludloav’s Memoirs ; as whoever would be {fatisfied 
of the Mitchief they have really done, and how far they 
contributed to exalt the Power of the French, may be 
thoroughly informed by Wel/wood. I choofe to cite 
Writers not to be fufpeéted, and who condemned this 
Meature, not out of any Hatred to the Perfon of Crom- 
well, but from a due Senfe of its being prejudicial to all 
Chriftendom ; otherwife I might have quoted a Multi- 
tude of Authors, who have depicted tnis Affair in its 
proper Colours, and fhewn how little there was of Ju- 
ftice or Generofity, either in the Beginning or Profecu- 
tion of this War, nay, what vifible Defects there were 
in both. 


As to the pretended Caufes I have nothing to do with 
them ; it lay upon Cromwell, Thurle, and Milton, to 
affign the moft fpecious, and to dre{s them out to the 
utmoft Advantage. As nobody pretends to detract 
from their Capacities, we may very eafily account for 
their publifhing very plaufible Pretexts to the World ; 
but they did not even think fit to do this in a proper 
Way, but fuffered the Spanifh Miniter to remain at 
Court, and flatter’d him with fair Promifes, while 
they were pouens for the Execution of their Projects. 
A Proceeding conformable enough to the reft of Crom- 
avell’s Conduét, but fare unworthy of being either ap- 
plauded or defended in better Times. As to the true 
Motives upon which he acted, they were thefe : He had 
jut diffolved that which he called his Dumb Parliament, 
becaufe they were fo little fatished with his Manage- 
ment that they could not be brought to {peak in the 
Language he liked, that of Supplies. Some Method 
therefore was to be found of filling his Highnefs's Coffers, 
and he was perfwaded by one Gage, a Renegado Prieft, 
that no Method could be fo effeétual as that of feizing 
the Spanifo Treafures in the Weft-Indies. Beides this, 
the Proteétor was a good deal embarafs'd with his Ar- 
my ; a good Part of it was difaffeéted to his Perfon and 
Power, and the reit had no Regard to any Thing but 
Pay : The Expedition to the Wef- Indies furnifhed him 
with the Means of getting rid of the former, and of 
{topping the Mouths of the latter. 


That I may not feem to deliver this without Autho- 
rity, I muft beg*the Reader’s Attention to the following 
Paflage, in relation to Col. Venables, who commanded 
the Land-forces in that Expedition. He had, it feems, 
conceived a bad Opinion of the Service in which he had 
been all along engag’d, on the Murder of the King, and 
tho’ he had conceal’d this as much as he could, as indeed 
became a prudent Man to do, yet, fays my Author, he 
could not fo fmother his Difcontents as that they fhould 
wholly efcape the Knowledge of Cromwell. * He, as 
< a Mark of his pretended Favour, but in reality to re-

When one remembers the Charafter of Cromavell who 
was the Author of this War, and refleéts on the Reafons 
which led him to it, it is impoflible not to feel an ho- 
neft Indignation at the comparing therewith (hat in 
which we are now engaged. ‘Lhe King of Spain indeed 
did iuggeft, that it was our domettick D.iputes, and 
not the Senfe we had of the Injuries done u: by his Sub- 
jects, which induced us to have Recourfe to Arms; the 
French have fince endeavoured to make the World be- 
lieve that we have rather had ia View the Injuring of 
others in this Affair, than the Redrefling ourfelves. Of 





late fome Englifhmen are ftarted up, who are pleafed to 
recommend and applaud the Conduét of Cromevell, 
Which, had it appear’d in any Papers but their own, 
would have been immediately treated as a fcandalous 
Reflection on the prefent honourable and necefliry War. 
Perhaps it would have been fuggefted that it came from 
fome fecret Friends of the Spaniards, who were wil'ing 
in this covert Way to point out the true Intentions of 
this Court, and thereby to excite all the Powers in Eu- 


rope concerned in trading to the Spanj/> Weft Indies to 
become its Enemies. 


But to leave Conjeftures, and to return to Cromwell 
and his Conduct. Whatever his Flaiterers might fay, 
or fome weak People believe, on feeing the Silver taken 
by Capt. Stayner in the Mediterranean, not in the Weft 
Indies, 1 fay, notwithftanding all this, we may be cer- 
tain never any Expedition procur’d its Commander lefs 
Credit than this of Penn and Venables. ‘They were de- 





feated in their Defign upon Hi/paniola in a moit difho- 
nourable Manner, they acted in their Retreat in fuch a 
Way as betray’d both their Want of Conduét and Cou- 
rage ; if they afterwards took Yamaica, it was merely 
becaufe the Spani/h Governor manag’d worfe than them- 
felves. On the whole, a Multitude of brave Men were 
facrificed, and the Nation was fo generally apprized of 
their being fent thither in fome Meafure for that Fnd, 
that Cromwell on their Return was forc’d to imprifon 
both Pesan and Venables, merely to pacify the People. 
Is this a thing proper to be mention’d at prefent, as pa- 
rallel to a late Repulfe? fure no Man can think fo, whe 
has a due Regard to the Honour of his Majetty’s Go- 
vernment, to the Glory of the Britis Arms, or the Re- 
putation of the Officers employ’d abroad in our Service.
